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PFI HAULS 15,000 FOOT 
LOADS ON PRIVATE ROAD 


Probably the largest loads of 
logs to be trucked in the United 
States this year are moving out of 
Potlatch Forests Inc., Camp 58 in 
Idaho. The company has in this 
service five Peterbilt trucks. They 
have sixteen foot bunks and haul out 
from the woods to the reload on the 
highway some 15,000 feet of logs per 
load. Here the logs are transferred 
to smaller trucks which haul to the 
railroad at Stites, Idaho. The woods 
haul is about 23 miles and the high- 
way haul 10 miles. Idaho’s new law 
which cut down the weight of loads 
that could be hauled on public high- 
ways prompted Potlatch to put in 
this two part off-highway and high- 
way hauling system and to adopt the 
heavy equipment for the woods end 
of the haul. This woods haul is over 
very steep and crooked roads and 
safe operating speeds of from 10 to 
12 miles per hour have been set. 

It takes about thirty minutes to 
completely unload one of the big 
trucks and re-load the logs with a 
derrick onto three smaller highway 
trucks.

6. The derrick is a standard steel 
guy derrick rated to lift 30 tons at 60 
foot radius, and is made by The 
American Hoist and Derrick Com- 
pany. The mast is 105’ high, has 90’ 
boom an dis anchored to adjacent 
canyon walls with 8 Roebling wire 
rope guys. 


7. The derrick load is hoisted by 
an American Hoist Model 100 with 
swinger and powered by a Caterpil- 
lar D7 engine adapted for stationary 
mounting. 
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8. Highway haul is 10 miles long, 
terminating at the Camas Prairie 
railhead at Stites. 

9. The 390 Peterbilts have Page 
and Page Trailers with logging har- 
nes and 16 foot bunks built by the 
same firm. Brake cooling pressure 
water tanks and Hydrotarder water 
tanks were built into a special back- 
board design by Page and Page. 

10. Hydrotarders were built by 
Parkersburg Rig and Reel Company 
but were built into the truck by 
Peterbilt to adapt them to slow 
speed, crooked road operation. This 
required a special gear box arrange- 
ment.

LOGGING IN THE CLOUDS 


Special Equipment Used to Successfully Pick Timber off the High Rugged Slopes in Orion 
Bowman & Sons British Columbia Operations 


When you're logging up in the 
clouds, picking timber off steep 
slopes that would test the agility of 
a mountain goat, you have some con- 
ception of the problem facing Orion 
Bowman & Sons, of Sardis, B.C., 
when they started operating in the 


rugged country back of Cultus Lake, 
not long ago. 

It is almost a unique situation, but 
for Orion Bowman, who has been 
logging and sawmilling in various 
parts of the Fraser valley for genera- 
tions, being the exception rather 
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than the rule has come to be routine. 

Apart from the unusual nature of 
its logging technique built up 
around a Skagit BX-2000 machine 
powered by a 240 h.p. Waukesha 
compression-ignition diesel engine, 
the company bearing Bowman's 
name is notable for at least two other 
distinctions. One of them is that 
Orion himself, now 79, is probably 
the oldest active lunmberman in the 
province. Another is that his daugh- 
ter Kathleen (Mrs. Marshall Mc- 
Leod) is one of the two or three 
women in British Columbia possess- 
ing a lumber grading certificate. 

The Bowman company is a family 
enterprise. In addition to President 
Bowman and his daughter, who vir- 
tually runs the business end of the 
operation by herself, there are two 
sons—Don, who is superintendent of 
the sawmill, and Oliver, who bosses 
the logging crew. The company em- 
ploys about 70 men, including about 
30 in the woods. 

The Bowman sawmill is located 
on a meandering bend of the Fraser 
about four miles west of Chilliwack 
called Easthope Slough, less than 
half a mile from the Trans-Canada 
Highway. 

The mill has a daily production of 
about 25,000 feet daily, mostly Doug- 
las fir, with about 25 percent cedar. 

Most of the mill’s output was until 
recently marketed locally to the 
farmers and other residents of the 
Fraser valley, but now a large pro- 
portion is sold in Eastern Canada 
through independent brokers. The 
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main line of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway runs within a few hundred 
feet of the mill. 

At present most of the company’s 
logging is being done in the high 
country east of Cultus Lake on gov- 
ernment timber 12 miles from the 
mill. The company built its own log- 
ging road, which branches off the 
highway system that serves the re- 
sort area around the lake. The log- 
ging road, some five miles long, is a 
good one, gradually rising and hug- 
ging the sides of timbered hills which 
in places dip almost perpendicularly 
to gorges far below. A D-6 Cater- 
piJlar tractor with bulldozer blade 
keeps the road in condition. 

Most of the falling is done with 
Titan power saws. At one setting is 
a 10-10 Lawrence yarder, loading di- 
rect to trucks, of which the company 
owns three—an International, Hayes 
and GMC. But the more spectacu- 
lar logging is being done on the 
steep walls of a canyon through 
which the turbulent Liumphon 
Creek rushes. 
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A New Type Yarder 


Operation here of the Skagit BX- 
2000 unit with differential interlock 
and four-speed hydraulic drive has 
created a good deal of interest be- 
cause it is the only machine of its 
kind currently operating in the 
woods. Several parties of loggers 
have visited the Cultus Lake country 
to see the performance and they have 
been favorably impressed. Power is 
provided by a 240 h.p. Waukesha

diesel engine, one of the few of that 
type currently in the British Colum- 
bia forest industry. Actually, the 
Skagit machine could accommodate 
a much more powerful engine—it 
was designed for 400 h.p.—but in 
the Bowman Co. operation the pow- 
er setup is adequate and entirely ef- 
ficient. 

Some people have asked why this 
particular company is doing the 
pioneering with this somewhat revo- 
lutionary new logging equipment. 
The reason is that the logging site in 
the mountains back of Cultus Lake 
is such that no conventional piece of 
machinery could be effectively used. 
Bowman Logging Co., therefore had 
to get special equipment or leave the 
timber on the almost precipitous 
mountain sides, and for this par- 
ticular show the BX-2000 seems 
made to order. Actually, however, 
the machine is being used to only a 
fraction of its full capacity. It is 
geared to the volume of logs re- 
quired by the mill, but under a dif- 
ferent set of conditions it could prob- 
ably bring in four times that many 
logs. 

The BX-2000 is being used as a 
modified skidder, but it is unusually 
versatile and can be operated as a 
slackline, high-lead or stationary 
skyline machine. It has five drums— 
a receding drum or haulback, sky- 
line drum, slack pulling drum, main 
line or tong drum and strawline 
drum. The two-speed interlock is, 
of course, one of the unique features. 

In the setting where it was operat- 
ing when seen by a LUMBERMAN 
editor, the BX-2000 was at the side 
of a mountain road, with the ground 
sloping away precipitously into the 
deep canyon. It was bringing logs in 
from another steep mountain on the 
opposit side of the canyon, the dis- 
tance between the spar tree set up 
near the machine and the spar across 
the ravine being 1900 feet. The logs 
were being brought across complete- 
ly free of breakage. 

The value of the machine at this 
setting was that it would have been 
economically impossible to build a 
road to serve the mountain across 
the canyon. 

The four-speed air hydraulic drive 
on this machine is another new fac- 
tor designed and built by Skagit for 
this machine to give exceptional

OUTSTANDING EXAMPLE 


of Modern Forest Management 


is found in the extensive operations of the Dierks Lumber & 
Coal Company, in Oklahoma and Arkansas 


Projected erection at Prescott, Ark., 
of a 150-ton daily capacity paper mill 
has served to focus attention of the in- 
dustry on the ferest land holdings of 
Dierks Lumber & Coal Co., Kansas City, 
Mo. A certificate was issued last No- 
vember in an amount of $15,481,000 to 
the White Star Paper Co., a Delaware 
chartered company of which Frederick 
H. Dierks (president of the lumber com- 
pany) is executive-vice-president; De- 
Vere Dierks, F. M. Dierks, and Peter 
Dierks Joers, vice-presidents; and, Don 
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Dierks, secretary-treasurer. James R. 
Bemis, well known Arkansas lumber- 
man, now president of Southern Pine 
Association, is president of the paper- 
mill company. The Dierks Lumber & 
Coal Co. owns an estimated 1.5 million 
acres in Arkansas and Oklahoma, which 
would yield an ample supply of pulp- 
wood if and when final determination 
to build the paper mill is reached.— 
Editor 

An outstanding example of 
modern forest management is fur- 
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nished in the operations of Dierks 
Lumber & Coal Company in south- 
eastern Oklahoma and southwestern 
Arkansas. Here, where the soil is 
rocky and mountainous and for the 
most part unsuited for agricultural 
uses, a large body of short leaf pine 
timber is forming a laboratory for 
the exercise of advanced principles 
of forestry development and utiliza- 
tion. 
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It was in 1880 that Hans Dierks de- 
cided to leave his father’s farm near 
Clinton, Iowa to engage in the retail 
lumber business. Six years later, he 
sold the yard and moved to Nebraska 
where he established a yard near 
Hastings. At that time, he was joined 
by his brother, Herman, and as 
Dierks Brothers the business ex- 
panded until, at one time they had 
sixteen retail yards in Nebraska. 

In 1895, the business was incorpo- 
rated as Dierks Lumber & Coal Com- 
pany and headquarters established at 
Lincoln, Nebraska. By this time, 
Hans and Herman had been joined 
by their brothers Peter and Henry. 
In 1898, the headquarters office was 
moved to Kansas City. Shortly af- 
terwards, the company entered the 
manufacturing business when it ac- 
quired a small planing mill at 
Petros, Indian Territory, situated 
near the present city of Heavener, 
Oklahoma. 

The year 1900 saw the start of 
larger scale lumber manufacture 
when the company bought a plant at 
DeQueen, Arkansas, and with it 
some timberlands. This plant was 


destroyed by fire in 1908, but in the 
meantime, plants at Florien, Louisi- 
ana and Waterman, Texas had been 
acquired. 


With the building of the Wright 


City, Oklahoma, plant in 1910 and 
the Broken Bow, Oklahoma, plant 
in 1912, the company began its his- 
tory of concentration of operations 
in Oklahoma and Arkansas. The 
plant at Dierks, Arkansas, was built 
in 1918, and in 1927 the Mountain 
Pine, Arkansas, mill was placed in 
operation. During the intervening 
years, a large acreage of timberland 
had been acquired to supply these 
mills with the fine Short Leaf Pine 
which abounds in the area. The mill 
at Forester, Arkansas, was acquired 
in 1945.

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Two Major Goals 


The original founders of the com- 
pany have passed on, but second and 
third generations are ably carrying 
on the traditions handed down to 
them. Among these traditions, these 
two stand out—The management of 
timber resources for sustained yield, 
and the production of quality lumber 
for an ever-expanding national mar- 
ket. These two goals, firmly estab- 
lished during the early history of the 
company, are constantly present in 
the plans of present-day manage- 
ment. 

Directing the activities of the com- 
pany are F. H. Dierks, President; D. 
V. Dierks, Executive Vice-President; 
F. M. Dierks, Vice-President; Peter 
D. Joers, Vice-President; and F. Mc- 
Donnell Dierks, Secretary-Treas- 
urer. 


No small part in the progress of 
the company may be attributed to 
the fact that, throughout its history, 
the executive management has 
chosen wisely in the delegation of 
authority to experienced, capable 
managers. 

Dierks Lumber & Coal Company 
now operates mills at Wright City 
and Broken Bow, Oklahoma; Dierks, 
Mountain Pine and Forester, Ar- 
kansas. In addition, it has a treating 
plant at Process City, (near De- 
Queen) Arkansas. The retail lumber 
business is now a minor part of the 
Dierks activities. 

In 1923, at which time the southern 
pine industry was involved in self- 
analysis, the Dierks company em- 
ployed William Hall, a Little Rock, 
Ark., consulting forester, to go over 
its properties. He outlined a fire 
suppression program and certain 
cutting recommendations. As a re- 
sult, the company retained Glenn R 
Durrell under whose direction fire 
towers were erected and measures 
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for company suppression of wild 
woods fire established. In the course 
of time, state acceptances of respon- 
sibility for fire control was achieved 
in both Oklahoma and Arkansas and 
the company’s role became one of 
cooperation with authorities. Since 
that time Mr. Durrell served as 
Oklahoma State Forester and is now 
dean of the Oklahoma A. & M. for- 
estry college. 

For a fifteen year period from 1923 
the selection of trees to be felled was 
substantially a “chopper’s choice” 
except that it had to comply with the 
company general policy based on the 
Hall recommendations, plus market 
factors. Then a program was in- 
itiated with more attention being 
paid to cutting control. Only timber 
marked for cutting by the company 
foresters was harvested. In general, 
the company’s entire woodlands ope- 
ration is set up into three separate 
functions: (1) land department, 
which is charged with ownership 
functions such as acquisition, tax 
paying, surveying (with crews fur- 
nished by engineering department), 
handling of trespass, etc.; (2) for- 
estry department, charged with all 
duties incident to and leading to es- 
tablishment and maintenance of suit- 
able timber stand; and (3) logging 
department, the function of which 
(in copperation with other depart- 
ments) is to log the mill. 


Management Program 


For management purposes the 
Dierks holdings are divided into 
three major forest areas: (1) one 
with headquarters at and primarily 
serving the mill at Mountain, Ark.; 
(2) one with headquarters at De- 
Queen, Ark., and serving the mill at 
Dierks, Ark.; (3) one with head- 
quarters at Broken Bow, Okla., and

OVERCOMES IDAHO'S TOUGH 
TRUCK-TRAILER REGULATIONS 


To meet the drastic truck-trailer 
highway regulations now in effect 
in Idaho, the Prairie Lumber Com- 
pany, Grangeville, has in service 
equipment which it is stated partial- 
ly at least, overcomes the regula- 
tions. 

Logs are trucked 24 miles from 
tram to Prairie Lumber Co., sawmill, 
on this new development in log 
trailers—a lumber trailer with log 
bunk mounted midway between the 
two axles. This makes hauling of 
maximum 72,00 lb. gross weight 
loads possible, the state law specify- 
ing front-truck and _rear-trailer 
axles must be 53 or more feet apart 
to qualify for such load. To get 53 ft 
separation between axles when us- 
ing conventional log trailer, bunks 
are too far apart to support even the 
long logs 32 ft.) of the pine industry 

The prime truck-trailer transport 
unit hauling logs from the tram to 
Prairie mill is something new to 
western logging—a development 
brought on by Idaho’s awkward 
highway loading restrictions which 
heretofore have effectively barred 
loggers from hauling the legal al- 
lowable loads—72,00 lbs. total gross 
weight—when the regulations are 
enforced 

Recent years have seen a strong 
trend in the pine industry from 16 
to 32 ft. logs. But Idaho law now re- 
quires a 53 ft. separation between 
rear trailer axle and front truck axle 
to obtain the maximum allowable 
load. 

This problem has been solved 
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Prairie Lumber Co. tram-to-mill op- 
erations. A Fruehauf lumber carrier 

with considerably longer wheel- 
base—is substituted for the log 
trailer. A log bunk is mounted on 
the lumber trailer equidistant be- 
tween its two axles. In spite of the 
unit’s unusual appearance it accom- 
plishes the objective—extends rear 


trailer axle sufficiently to take ad- 
vantage of maximum legal loading 
and also brings the rear bunk close 
enough to the truck to permit carry- 
ing of the logs. 

The original such trailer, still 
operation on this haul, works in con- 
junction with an International West 
Coast truck powered by 200 h.p.

Wimer & Ivey, also contracting 
logging and hauling for Prairie 
Lumber Co., started up production 
in late June. This organization uses 
a trackmounted Northwest shovel- 
type log loader with which it puts 
out around 60M feet per day. These 
logs also cross the Salmon river via 
the tram enroute to the mill which 
started 2-shift production early this 
summer

stalled and operates to transport logs 
across Salmon river (featured in Feb

company-owned timber. This timber, 
located in Joseph Plains area be- 
tween Salmon river and famed 
Snake River’s Hell’s Canyon, lies 
some 20 miles (by road) from the 
tram and is reached via switch-back 
truck road punched in the face of 
bald mountains which have terrific 
natural slopes—some in excess of 
100 per cent. 

From the tram, the logging road 
follows a creek canyon a short dis- 
tance and then starts switching up- 
ward along the face of these barren 
slopes. Here, within a distance of 
about seven miles, the empty truck- 
trailers returning to woods for logs, 
climb a vertical distance of 3500 ft 
and return loaded via the same route 

For indications of approaching 
vehicles, drivers on this haul look 
sidewise—up or down as the case 
may be—if a dust shows up another 
vehicle is approaching. 
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Prairie Lumber does its own road 
building and maintenance but con- 
tracts most of the logging and all the 
log hauling. 

In spite of the wet spring one 
logging side resumed the first of May 
following a 3-month shutdown— 
during which extensive work was 
carried on to widen mountainous, 
climbing road described above.

Although handicapped by wet 
ground conditions, this spring’s log- 
ging was carried on by highly mobile 
equipment. A new HD-15 Allis- 
Chalmers tractor skidded and 
decked the logs, a rubber-mounted 
Lorain crane did the loading and five 
truck-trailers hauled the logs 20 
miles to the tram. Except for loading 
of the logs, this logging operation is 
on contract. 

Falling and bucking are con- 
tracted to Curt Anderson, skidding 
to Ermil Liljenquist, and hauling to 
Clyde Baker. 

Liljenquist skidded and decked 7 
million feet of logs in 6 months last 
year with an HD-10 Allis-Chalmers 
tractor. With his newer, larger HD- 
15 Allis-Chalmers powered by G. M. 
diesel engine delivering 102 drawbar 
h.p., he anticipates skidding and 
decking up to 15 million feet in 9 
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Mack Truck and Freuhouf trailer, powered by 200 h.p. Cummins diesel, 
receives preformed lood of logs from the tram. 


months this year. 

This tractor, equipped with Carco 
winch and Carco angledozer, skids 
5 or 6 logs per turn during wet- 
weather operations and 7 or 8 per 
turn during the dry season. 

A crotchline attached to the trac- 
tor-winch mainline, an Esco 3-way 
bantam fantail fastened to each of 
the ends. The chokers, using Esco 
bantam buttons, hook into these fan- 
tails. Liljenquist finds this system 
most saisfactory. He said it requires 
less jockeying of the tractor, leaves 
chokers in position for immediate 
unhooking at the landing, and the 
logs can thus be handled by winch 
line. 

An Esco 10-choker fantail is also 
mounted at bottom of winch for use 
if needed. 

The company-owned loader, a 
model MC504W rubber-tired Lorain 
moto-crane, loads logs from road- 
side decks onto the trucks and trail- 
ers. This mobile unit is powered by 
two Waukesha gas engines, 165 h.p. 
on the crane and 185 h.p. on the car- 
rier. 

Log-hauling facilities operating 
between this loader and the tram 
consists of 6 truck-trailers, 3 of 
them belonging to Clyde Baker, 
the hauling contractor. His trucks 
are Macks, used in conjunction with 
Fruehauf trailers. Two of the Macks 
are powered by 200 h.p. Cummins 
diesel engines and the third by a 
Thermodyne gas engine. Subcon- 
tract trucks include a West Coast 
International with 200 h.p. Buda 
diesel power, a Mack with 20 hp. 
G. M. Diesel engine, and a Diamond 
T powered by 200 hp. Cummins 
diesel. 

Loaded trucks arriving at the 
terminus of this haul come to a stop 
under the tram, tram carriage posi- 
tioned over the load, wire rope slings

All in all six Gardner-Denver re- 
versible air motors are used in the 
mill, including the carriage feed, 
plus a 500 cubic foot Gardner-Den- 
ver air compressor. This air power 
is producing between 45 to 50 M 
daily of Douglas fir railroad material 

Design and engineering also has a 
lot to do with the mill’s successful 
operation. According to Lloyd 
Owen, managing partner who con- 
tributed some of his own ideas, the 
basic design was engineered by Ted 
Balch, sawmill consultant of Salem, 
Oregon. The original Owen-Tufts 
plant burned down about a year ago: 
and the present mill represents a 
complete rebuilding job. The Gard- 
ner-Denver air equipment was 
furnished by the Carl H. Grimm Co 
Seattle. 

Taken in chronological order the 
air motor installations are as follows 
first, a 5 h.p. air motor runs the roll 
case from the headrig to the trim 
saw. The second air motor is a 5 h.p 
job, installed on the Salem carriage, 
and this operates the Salem set- 
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works. The carriage, manufactured 
by the Salem Equipment and Supply 
Co., Salem, Oregon, is driven by a 
30 h.p. air carriage feed. 

The fourth air motor furnishes 3 
h.p. to drive the roll case from the 
trim saw to the green chain. Another 
3 h.p. air motor is used to operate 
the belt conveyor that moves trim 
and edgings from the trim saw to the 
hog. The sixth Gardner-Denver air 
motor is a 10 h.p. installation that 
operates the log lift from the pond 
to the log deck. 

One of the other air features of the 
mill is the use of Valvair foot pedal 
type control by the trim saw oper- 
ator. Two of the foot controls are

green chain. The only part of the 
mill incomplete, according to Man- 
ager Owen, is the green chain. At an 
early date an 80-foot green chain 
will be installed. 

One unit in the mill which is not 
air driven is the hog-fuel conveyor. 
This is a Chain Belt REX conveyor 
and is driven by an electric motor 

One of the new features of the 
headrig is the built-in vertical type 
edger, reportedly one of the first 
units of this type in the Chehalis 
area.

SIXTY YEAR OLD BC FIRM OPERATES EIGHT SUBSIDIARIES

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Few lumber enterprises in 
British Columbia are as diversified 
as Moore-Whittington Lumber Co., 
in Victoria, a pioneer organization 
now being managed by the sons of 
its founders. 

Nearly 60 years old, the company 
operates no less than eight subsidi- 
aries. A few months ago provision 
was made to insure adequate supply 
of logs through the acquisition of 
Elder Logging Co. and Elder Lumber 
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Co. in the Sooke district, one of the 
last of the independent operations 
in that section of Vancouver Island. 

Even more recently, Moore-Whit- 
tington purchased Sooke Develop- 
ment Co. at Whiffen Spit, Sooke Har- 
bor, where a booming ground is 
maintained. Here the logs are sorted 
according to species and size and are 
towed to Victoria either for the com- 
pany’s sawmill in the inner harbor or 
for other processors.

Hub of the enterprise is the saw- 
mill, located near the site of the 
original mill. It was extensively 
modernized during the 1940's. A 
small salvage log mill was built in 
1945 and it is operated as P. W. 
Sawmill, Ltd., a subsidiary. The main 
lumber producing plant operates as 
Harbor Sawmills. Both mills have 
one-man saw carriages equipped 
with electric set works and com- 
pressed air flippers and controls. The 
company had a small tie mill at 
Seanichton, but it was destroyed last 
year by fire. 

Another subsidiary is Western 
Lumber Carriers, Ltd., which was 
taken over last year. This operation 
maintains a carrier service between 
various Victoria sawmills and the 
Ogden Point piers where the main 
assembly wharf is located for the 
convenience of offshore business. 

Unlike most lumber concerns 
whose responsibility ends with the 
production and shipment of lumber, 
Moore-Whittington operate a well

This is in the company 
tradition because when the senior 
Moore and Whittington first formed 
a partnership they ran a joinery 
shop. An elaborate showroom which 
) serves as a rendezvous for a large 
section of the Victoria building trade 
is in the same building 

Details of some of the individual 
mills in the Moore-Whittington 
group have previously been given in 
The LUMBERMAN. Among the 
notable features are a battery of 
Moore cross circulation dry kilns, a 
planer mill, power plant and a con- 
crete lined dip tank which General 
Superintendent Tom Wellburn de- 
signed with a view to maximum 
safety. 

The dip tank containing Permatox 
in solution to prevent stain is served 
by Gerlinger carriers which run 
along a track between guard rails 
and release their load directly on a 
platform which is lowered into the 
solution by a lift device powered by 
a 5 hp. GMC motor. Having de- 
posited its load, the carrier moves on 
and after the lumber has been thor- 
oughly saturated it is lifted from

out of the 34’ x 3’8” tank, 8 feet deep, 
and then picked up by a succeeding 
carrier, the whole operation requir- 
ing only a few minutes. A hundred 
or more loads are dipped in an aver- 
age day 

The safety feature of the tank 
consists of a wooden rack that is 
welded onto the platform on which 
the lumber loads rest. This rack 
covers the exposed surface of the 
tank so that when the tank is not in 
use it is wholly covered, automat- 
ically. There is no chance for any- 
one falling into the recess, as hap- 
pened not long ago at a nearby 
plant. The grilled rack covers the 
only area where a person could slip 
through. 

Wellburn has also devised a port- 
able sawmill powered by a GMC 
Model 240, 120 h.p. It consists of 
a Ross-Howard carriage, Webb & 
Gifford edger and Holroyd reducer, 
with all bearings SKF. The machine 
is simplicity itself and being mounted 
on skids is easily movable. 

Production of the main sawmill 
last year was 32,000,000 board feet of 
lumber, most of which was from the 
company’s own logs. Total business 
of the company, which employs more 
than 400 men with a monthly payroll 
of $120,000, totalled $7,000,000. 
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Stan Moore is head of the sawmill 
division and Ron Whittington man- 
ages the factory division. They are 
both energetic and aggressive, and 
their success has been partly respon- 
sible for their unflagging optimism. 
The company has come a long way 
since its founders received a contract 
for building a house for $60 and 
decided that perhaps they had better 
go into business on a permanent basis. 
Incidentally, this historic contract is 
still intact among the company’s 
early-day souvenirs. 

Progress was not without its inter- 
ruptions. A few decades ago Victo- 
ria was unable to make up its mind 
as to the advantages of industry, and 
the company was obliged to move its 
plant location several times because 
the residents objected to the noise. 
There were also fires and other mis- 
fortunes, but over the years the com- 
pany prospered, because the men di- 
recting its affairs made a policy of 
keeping in step with new develop- 
ments. Moore-Whittington Lumber 
Co. is one of the few operations of 
its kind in that part of the Northwest 
which dates back to the bull-team 
era. Oxen were used on the logging 
skidroads near Goldstream when the 
company first started logging on its 
own account. 

Veteran employee of the firm is 
Sam Rule, who joined 45 years ago. 
Fred Nobbs, foreman of the sash and 
door department, has been with the 
company 41 years and Charles Wil- 
liams, bench foreman, 31 years. 
Among the comparative newcomers 
in responsible positions are Henry 
Watson, comptroller; Archie Kerr, 
forester; Keith Sedgman, shipper; 
Hector Campbell, superintendent of 
carrier operations.

Situated on the great Mesabi 
range near Keewatin, the last pri- 
vately owned steam band mill in 
Minnesota, is surrounded by ore 
mines. In fact; it has already lost its 
pond, and in 1952, when its lease 
runs out, must move to a new loca- 
tion. On the north, is the huge Ben- 
nett mine owned by M. A. Hanna 
Company, while the mill site itself 
is to be opened up by the Pickands- 
Mather Company. The road entrance 
was stripped of glacial till by the 
M. A. Hanna Company in 1951 

This is a far cry from the day when 
white pine was “King” throughout 
northern Minnesota. Now, iron ore 
is “King;” at least, on the famous 
Mesabi. When the mill is carefully 
packaged and moved in late 1952, 
after cutting several million feet this 
season, it will have completed eleven 
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seasons at this location. First pur- 
chased from the Weyerhaeuser Com- 
pany at Cloquet—where it was con- 
sidered a small band mill, the plant 
was situated so it could receive logs 
by truck and rail. Milton Manner 
opened up the mill as an outlet for 
his logging operations. Manner, who 
resided at Hibbing, was a large pro- 
ducer of logs and pulpwood and until 
his death six years ago, turned out 
millions of feet of lumber. Since that 
time, Carl Dahlberg and Roy Johns- 
ton, owners of the Keewatin Sawmill 
Company, have carried on. Roy 
Johnston is also in the Chevrolet 
business, and Carl Dahlberg, to- 
gether with his son, is a producer of 
logs, pulpwood, ties, poles and posts. 
He also is an officer of the Timber 
Producers Association of Minnesota.

being cut by portable circular saws, 
it is a novelty to visit this 54” steam 
band mill. All winter, truck and 
trailer loads of logs come pouring in 
from camps thirty to seventy miles 
away. Some of these are purchased 
from loggers and some cut on the 
company’s operations. Last year, a 
large volume came from a paper 
company’s lands near Ely, requiring 
a 100 mile haul by truck. 

A half-yard crane helps to unload 
logs as they arrive for storage, and 
also loads trucks as they move logs 
to the hot pond. This special hot 
pond is 24 ft. x 80 ft. and lined with 
planking and made waterproof. It 
was built in 1951 when the big pond 
was drained. ATD 9 International 
crawler with dozer also assists in 
skidding loads, grading and other 
work. These machines keep the logs 
moving into the mill steadily. 

The 54” band-saw and re-saw turn 
out close to 40,000 feet of soft-woods 
daily from April until December. 
The engine is a 350 h.p. Diesel Cum- 
mins engine. 

Heat within the mill itself during 
cold months, is provided by running 
exhaust through radiators. 

Sales are made to retail yards 
locally and in Milwaukee, Chicago, 
Minneapolis, and other cities 
throughout the Midwest and points 
east. All outside shipments are made 
by rail, and nearly all lumber is air 
dried and planed before it is loaded 
in box cars.

SOUTHERN PLYWOOD MANUFACTURERS 
DISCUSS PRODUCTION PROBLEMS 


Continuity in purpose and 
progress toward the goals set for the 
organization were expressed in the 
6th annual meeting of the Southern 
Plywood Manufacturers Ass’n held 
at the King and Prince Hotel, St. 
Simons Island, Ga., on May 26-27. 
Review of the closing year’s work 
and projection of plans ahead re- 
flected the work-a-day routine of an 
organization fulfilling an important 
function in the production operations 
of its members and of the industry 
as a whole. 

Action on matters of current inter- 
est included adoption of a resolution 
and sending of a telegram to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission pro- 
testing that the increase in freight 
rates provided an economic threat to 
the industry because it could not be 
absorbed by the manufacturers yet 
could not be added to the price at 


the consumers level under present 
market conditions, and further action 
toward modification of standard spe- 
cifications in conjunction with other 
plywood organizations aimed at 
making these fit more perfectly the 
actual production practices and the 
uses for which the product is in- 
tended. 

Vernon L. Toussaint, 
County Plywood, Inc., Beaumont, 
Miss., was elected president, suc- 
ceeding Phil Adams, U. S. Plywood 
Corp., Orangeburg, S.C. Tom John, 
Hasty Veneer Co., Maxton, N.C., was 
elected vice-president; C. W.

Veneer Drying 


Results of studies of veneer drying 
were reported by Dr. James S. 
Bethel, director of North Carolina 
State College forestry laboratory. 
As anticipated, he reported wide 
variance in drying rates from 22 
species (included foreign woods) 
studied. He classified the veneer 
drying in a mechanical installation as 
“above boiling point” that of typical 
lumber kiln as “below boiling point.” 

To plywood and veneer manufac- 
turers the most interesting point in 
Dr. Bethel’s summary was his thor- 
ough denunciation of the practice of 
operating the veneer drier from the 
“dry” end instead of the “green” end. 
He expressed the thought that too 
many operators “fiddle” with the 
drier controls on the basis of what 
comes out to the extent that perhaps 
none of the veneer is subjected to 
uniform drying conditions during the

NEW TECHNIQUES USED 
IN THIS PLYWOOD PLANT 


A plywood mill green end with 
several new ideas in handling logs 
and speeding the flow of green 


veneer was presented to the industry 
early in June when Coquille Ply- 
wod, Inc., Coquille, Oregon started 
production of Douglas fir plywood 


panels. 

When a representative of THE 
LUMBERMAN viewed this plant he 
was informed that the design and 
engineering of the green end was 
the joint-effort of Charles F. Bam- 
ford, who is the designer of the 
Bamford-Premier line of plywood 
machinery, and Guy Hartle, man- 
ager of Coquille. President of the 
Coquille organization is George A. 
Ulett. 

Indications that the green end has

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some new ideas start with the log 
pond where storage is provided in 
separate “channels” for full length 
logs and peeler blocks. Most of the 
blocks will be 8-foot but logs will be 
cut to the best advantage and there- 
fore 5.6 and 7 foot blocks may at 
times be produced. Also evident 
from the log pond is one of the dom- 
inant features of the green end—two 
logs slips. One log slip handles in- 
coming full length logs. The other 
slip handles peeler blocks on a two- 
way basis—either being returned to 
the log pond for storage, of being 
taken out of storage and back into 
the mill to the lathe. The log cut-off 
saw was designed and built by the 
master mechanic Al Muncey, using 
the Union Iron Works blade and 
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chain. This saw is so designed that 
it can be moved sideways by a hy- 
draulic cylinder so that blocks ac- 
curate to length can be cut. 

The importance of this two-way 
flow of logs and peeler blocks is 
found in the fact that the lathe and 
barker do not depend on each other 
for continuous operation. In other 
words the Bamford barber can func- 
tion independently, furnishing 
blocks for the lathe or the blocks 
can be returned to the pond for 
storage. Also, the Bamford lathe 
does not have to gear its operation 
to the barker. In event the barker 
is down the lathe can be kept going 
with peeler blocks from the pond. 

All of this log-flow in the Coquille 
Green end is done on chain furnished 








by the Portland Chain Co. and elec- 
trically driven through Pacific West- 
ern speed reducers. The log slips 
are provided with heavy steel lower 
ends which were designed by Bam- 
ford and furnished by Gabriel Fab- 
rication and Erection Co. 

Dominating the green end is the 
8-foot Bamford pilot-controlled 
lathe. Power is furnished through 
a C. Kirk Hillman electric drive; and 
the automatic lathe controls func- 
tion smoothly to provide a steady 
flow of veneer into any of the six 
trays in the tray system 

The tray system, which is a steel 
framework using wooden slides un- 
der each belt, consists of an upper 
deck and a lower deck, each deck 
having three trays 175 feet long, pro- 
viding about one thousand feet of 
unclipped veneer storage. The three 
trays of the upper deck deliver to an 
Elliot Bay automatic clipper and the 
three lower trays deliver to a second

The trash which develops at the 
lathe dumps directly into a conveyor 
and the trash developing at the clip- 
per runs over the end of the green 
tables and dumps into a wide con- 
veyor which returns underneath the 
clippers and trays to the conveyor 
at the lathe. These long conveyors 
are motor-driven through Pacific- 
Western gears, supplied by Pacific 
Coast Geared Products. 

From the green end the veneer

moves into the conventional pattern 
of a plywood plant. Two Coe dryers 
are now operating, with a third being 
installed. 

One of the major innovations in 
this new plywood plant is the instal- 
lation of an oil burning furnace. 
Steam for the dryers is obtained 
from an oil fired Babcock and Wil- 
cox boiler housed in a steel building 
erected by Fought & Gray of Port- 
land. 

President George R. Ulett, one of 
the northwest’s veteran plywood 
manufacturers tells why the com- 
pany use oil instead of mill waste. 
He says. 

“There are several reasons why

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we installed an oil burning furnace. 
One is that the oil burning furnace 
requires only one operator per shift, 
whereas, to burn waste we would 
have to have a hog to chip the waste, 
a fuel bin to store the waste, an ex- 
pensive dutch oven setting to con- 
sume the waste, and all of the nec- 
essary expensive buildings, convey- 
ors, large boiler room, smoke stack, 
and other things that are not used 
with a self-contained oil burning 
unit. All of this equipment to handle 
hog fuel would require several extra 
employees against the one used with 
the oil burning unit. 

“The next and one of the most im- 
portant reasons is that the oil fur- 
nace is entirely automatic. You set 
the steam pressure for say 240 
pounds and that is the pressure the 
boiler will maintain continuously. 

“When a boiler is fired on waste it 
has been our experience that boiler 
pressures fluctuate sometimes as 
much as 40 or 50 pounds in a twenty- 
four hour period. This means that 
veneer driers must be set at the low- 
est temperature experienced during 
the day or veneer will come out of 
the driers not dried down to the 
proper moisture content with result- 
ant troubles all the rest of the way 
through the plant from improperly 
dried veneers. The extra production 
that can be put through a drier by 
maintaining absolutely uniform tem- 
peratures during a twenty-four hour 
period will pay for the oil burned. 

“Our plans are to put in a chipper 
at a later date and sell our chips to a 
hard board or pulp consumer.” 

The Coquille plant produces both 
cold press and hot press plywoods. 
The E. V. Prentice Machine Com- 
pany of Portland furnished the cold 
press. The Prentice Company also 
installed the three Raimann Patch- 
ers in use. 

In the hot press department, 
Coquille now has operating a 20- 
opening Columbia hot plate press, 
which will be augmented later this 
year by a second Columbia hot press 
of 16 openings. Sale of these two 
presses was handled through Colum- 
bia’s northwest representative, Tall- 
man Machinery Co., Seattle. 

Other equipment in this new plant 
includes two Yates-American Sand- 
ers; a skinner and cut-off saw in- 
stalled by American Mfg. Co. of 
Tacoma; and a Peninsula Hog. The 
blower system was installed by Am- 
erican Sheet Metal Works. Port- 
land; and the burner by Seattle 
Boiler Works. Of interest is the fact 
that all conveyors including the re-

Trobitz said that they had tried 
selective cutting in high lead ground, 
but found it led to quite a few hang- 
ups. He said they were leaving only 
the Douglas fir that can’t be brought 
in. These latter trees are good seed 
sources but are de-accelerating in 
growth. 

Roy G. Wagner, Masonite Corp., 
Ukiah, said that most of the second 
growth redwood cutting was now 
being done by Masonite because they 
use it in a pulping process. He said

Arthur T. Walton, Simpson Log- 
ging Co., director of research, Shel- 
ton, Wash., spoke on the subject of 
“Closer Utilization for Permanence.”

McCollum said that the mill men 
should inform the woods as to just 
what they can do with a log in the 
mill. Mecklem said that it’s tough 
to get logs out just the way the mill 
wants them. McCollum pointed out 
that it’s not always possible for a 
bucker to buck a 32’ log exactly on 
the button. 

Roach pointed out that choppers 
have a lot of problems on account of 
terrain and looking out for safety. 

Gillson for the mill men, stated 
that in the mill they try to get every 
bit of lumber possible out of the log, 
and they figure the logger should 
send in everything to the mill that 
lumber can be gotten out of.

He said shattered logs should be 
bucked in the woods, because they 
break up on the carriage, creating a 
number of hazards. He believes that 
careful study of how a tree should be 
cut would give more upper grades. 

Plummer said that his company’s 
chopping bosses have definite in- 
structions as how to cut logs. He 
said that in one batch of logs it was 
found that 6% were over length, and 
3% under length, resulting in a total 
loss of about 1%. 

Simmons said that it was his opin- 
ion that the use of tongs creates 
many defects, especially when the 
log is heavy, and has to be moved 
more than once.

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get together on redwood log grades 
there would be more of an incentive 
for loggers to send in better logs. 

C. L. Morey, Fibreboard Products, 
Inc., pointed out that a lot of material 
can be used in a pulping process that 
can’t go to a sawmill, including logs 
with incipient rot, and other defects. 

W. S. Rosecrans, chairman, Cali- 
fornia Board of Forestry, said that 
his body was committee to the prin- 
ciple of assisting private ownership 
in management of its forest lands. 

Following the afternoon sessions 
the conferees were guests of the 
equipment people at a cocktail party 
—The Sawdust Bowl. Serving on 
the Sawdust Bowl Committee were 
E. L. Aikens, Aikens & Williams 
Tractor Co.; C. S. Shackleton, Riley 
Logging Supply Co.; Jim McGara- 
ghan, McGaraghan Supply Co., and 
Sterling Jensen, Fred E. Barnett & 
Co. 

At the annual dinner DeWitt Nel- 
son, California, a State Forester, was 
toastmaster. A sparkling program of 
entertainment was put on, under the 
auspices of the entertainment com- 
mittee, consisting of Robert W. Mat- 
thews, Brizard-Matthews Machinery 
Co., Chuck Robinson, Robinson 
Bros., and G. J. Kramer, Kramer 
Automotive Supply Co. 

Starting the second morning’s de- 
liberations was an open forum dis- 
cussion on log scaling, and the pos- 
sibility of standardization of methods 
of scaling Douglas fir. 

Art O’Rourke, Northern California 
Log Scaling & Grading Association, 
pointed out that the correct scale was 
very important to both the logger 
and the mill owner. 

F. M. Thompson, Paragon Plywood 
Co., said that experience from 
Washington was that the Puget 
Sound Bureau had a good basis of 
scaling and when the Paragon 
people came to California they 
started the same kind of set up in 
Crescent City. He said that water is 
a good place in which to see the 
defects in logs that is, in the pond. 

Larry Marshall, Dolly Varden 
Lumber Co., said that scaling in that 
area was a serious problem because 
logs were hard to scale in the Hum- 
boldt-Del Norte county section. 

He said that rot changes as logs 
come from various sites. Truckers 
have to keep moving, and therefore 
scalers were under terrific pressure 
to “hurry up.” He thinks there 
should be a central place to water 
seale logs. He wants a standard 
scale and standard log grading rules. 

R. B. Denney Jr., Denbar Logging 
Co., pointed out that mills are scat- 
tered in the area and that few log- 


gers, log in the winter-time. There- 
fore a scaling bureau would be a 
seasonal deal in Del Norte county 
and southern Oregon. 

John Yingst said that the scaling 
bureau gives a scale that compares 
favorably with the Puget Sound 
scaling bureau. 

John Riley, Willits Redwood Prod- 
ucts Co., said that they kept their 
sealers busy during the winter doing 
other jobs. He suggested that a 
school for scalers would be a good 
idea. 

Wayne Aho, Del Norte Lumber & 
Shingle Co., said that he liked to 
scale on the road and that he was 
opposed to water scaling. He said 
that logs were scaled in the water 
the narrow way, but on trucks both 
ways. 

Stuart Moir, Western Forestry & 
Conservation Association spoke of 
public opposition and animosity 
toward logging trucks on the high- 
way. 

Highway trucking problems were 
taken up by a highway trucking 
panel composed of Harold Robinson, 
Willits Redwood Products Co., lead- 
er; H. J. Feheley, Feheley Trucking 
Co., Jack Fairhurst, Fairhurst Lum- 
ber Co., Joe Rossi, Joe Rossi & Co., 
Fred Pluess, Mack Motor Truck 
Corp., R. B. Denney Jr., Denbar 
Logging Co., Waldron Hyatt, Ham- 
mond Lumber Co., and M.C. War- 
ren, California Barrel Co. 

Before the panel began its dis- 
cussion a sound and color movie on 
highway safety was shown by A. J. 
Gosselin, made by the National 
Safety Council and presented by In- 
ternational Harvester Co. 

Warren led off the discussion by 
saying that a great many things can 
be done to improve the highways 
without major expense, such as oiled 
turnouts on narrow roads. More 
lanes are needed on uphill grades. 

Hyatt remarked that owners and 
operators of logging and lumber 
trucks should demand that their 
drivers give every break to passen- 
ger cars and other traffic on the 
road. 

Fairhurst pointed out that the 
responsibility for the behaviour of 
truck drivers on the highway rests 
with the truck owner and operator. 
He pointed out that the rate of acci- 
dents among truck drivers as com- 
pared to other drivers was low. 

Joe Rossi thought that the weight 
laws should be raised from 68,000- 
Ibs. to 90,000-Ibs., even if truckers 
had to pay more taxes. 

Feheley said that his company’s 
trucks have the following slogan 
painted on them: “Our Slogan’s 
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Safety—What’s Yours?” A safety 
committee has been organized 
among his drivers and shop person- 
nel. Drivers are replaced if they 
are found at fault in an accident. A 
regular training program is con- 
ducted with new drivers. All new 
drivers must fill out a complete per- 
sonal history questionnaire, which 
gives the management a good idea of 
his background.

The equipment show was one of 
the best ever held, in the opinion of 
many observers. Credit for this was 
given to the equipment dealers 
association composed of A. J. “Tony”

The Western Pine Certificate cov- 
ering the tree farm area was ac- 
cepted on behalf of the corporation 
by Frank J. Solinsky III, son of the 
man for whom the tree farm was 
named, and consulting forester for 
the Calaveras Land & Timber Corp. 

This tree farm which has been 
certified by the Western Pine Asso- 
ciation will be operated by the Cala- 
veras Land & Timber Corp. to pro- 
duce a perpetual forest crop through 
intensive forest management. At the 
present time the timber standing 
upon these lands is being harvested 
by the Blagen Lumber Co., White 
Pines, and the Associated Lumber 
& Box Co., Wilseyville.

flexibility. Change from one gear to 
another can be effected without line 
or speed loss, and no physical effort 
on the part of the operator is re- 
quired. 

The truck loads are dumped into 
Easthope Slough at a point several 
hundred yards from the mill. Yard- 
ing of the floating logs is accom- 
plished with a 16 foot wooden boat 
powered by an Evinrude outboard 
motor. Three or four logs are towed 
simultaneously to the jackladder at 
the top of which is a circular saw 
served by a one-man carriage with 
Sel-Set controls. 


The Sawmill 


Newest installation in the mill is 
a Dominion Bridge Co., gang saw, 
which handles most of the produc- 
tion. Other machine units in the mill 
include a Yates resaw and planer 
and a Berlin No. 10 timber sizer. A 
Cranemobile “Bull Moose” lift truck 
is used to transport lumber around 
the yard. Two dry kiln—now are 
used for most of the lumber pro- 
duced, although some is shipped 
green. The main line of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway passes within 
a few yards of the mill. 

Orion Bowman, a familiar figure 
at British Columbia logging conven- 
tions, is a man who tried to be a 
famer but couldn’t help becoming a 
lumberman. He was born in Michi- 
gan, but headed west with his par- 
ents as a lad of 10 and for a while 
settled at Anacortes, Wash. When 
young Orion decided to strike out for 
himself he headed north and when 
he reached the Sumas Lake country 
east of Abbotsford, B.C., he decided 
that here was an ideal place to plant 
his roots. His ambition was to have 
a dairy farm and run a creamery 
business. 

There was no sawmills in the area 
in those days, so Orion Bowman 
built his own modern plant to make 
lumber for his farm buildings. 

His neighbors developed the habit 
of going to Bowman for their own 
lumber requirements and, being an 
obliging person, he never turned 
them down. This continued until 
finally he began to wonder whether 
he was in the wrong business. 

“Dad soon found there was more 
money in lumber than in cows,” said 
Mrs. McLeod, discussing the family’s 
history with The LUMBERMAN. 
“There have been ups and downs 
since then, of course, and there have 
been times, I suppose, when dad 
might have wished he stayed with 
the cows. But over the years it has 
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worked out pretty well.” 

Bowman logged with horses in the 
old days. He entered the valley just 
as the bull-team era was ending, 
nearly half a century ago. He moved 
his mill several times, and when 
Sumas Lake was drained to create a 
new farming area between Abbots- 
ford and Chilliwack, Bowman was 
able to capitalize on the situation by’ 
having a mill ready to cut lumber 
for the new settlers. He built his 
present mill in 1946. It was partly 
submerged in the big flood of 1948, 
but suffered no serious damage.

The big question with Orion Bow- 
man & Sons right now is future sup- 
ply of logs.

The govern- 
ment’s idea is that such operators 
will be able to draw timber in future 
from working circles, leaving the 
forest management licenses to the 
big companies. But it isn’t a simple 
problem. 


“Cedarboard” 

Utilization of cedar sawdust, bark 
and rotted wood in the production of 
an interior wallboard with good 
strength and moisture-resistant 
properties is reported by the British 
Columbia Research Council, Van- 
couver, B.C. So far, the production 
has been on an experimental basis 
and developments on a pilot plant 
scale will be necessary to assess ac- 
curately the economics of commer- 
cial operation. 

The new “cedarboard” is produced 
by a dry process with no added bind- 
er and requires only a short press- 
ing cycle. These points, the Council 
states, should make its manufacture 
on a commercial scale relatively in- 
expensive. The present wallboard 
has been produced on an experi- 
mental press, giving sheets about 12 
x 12 inches and from % inch to % 
inch thick. 

“If the cedarboard lives up to its 
promise,” said a spokesman for the 
Research Council, “it may open up 
new possibilities for the utilization 
not only of cedar waste but also of 
low grade cedar logs. Other woods 
may also be used, but since they 
appear to contain less of the natural 
binding agent they give a somewhat 
less satisfactory board.”

process undergone. 

This was pin-pointed later in the 
discussion when a manufacturer 
asked why there was no manual of 
operation offered when a new drier 
is installed, ie. not how to manage 
the drier but how to set it for drying 
of various species and thicknesses. 

Dr. Bethel stated the drying rate 
is constant as long as moisture from 
the interior is able to replace sur- 
face moisture as rapidly as evapora- 
tion takes place. When this point is 
reached factors come into play that 
involve the variations in thickness in 
the veneer and the original moisture 


content. The veneer, in general, will 
reflect consistently the ratios of 
moisture present when the material 
enters the drying process. This in- 
cludes the differences between thick 
and thin veneer, ends or edges of 
the veneer as compard with centers, 
and heart versus sap wood. 

Since performance is consistent, 
Dr. Bethel urged that veneers with 
different drying characteristics not 
be included within the same group 
experiencing the same drying pro- 
cess. Rather, he said, careful obser- 
vation be made of drying capabilities 
of species and thicknesses so that 
green end control of the drier may 
be effected for best results in con-

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tiguous groupings. 

End splitting was described as re- 
sulting from original low moisture 
content and resulting fast drying of 
that portion of the veneer as com- 
pared with the center. The ends dry 
to moisture content below the origin- 
al fibre moisture content and wants 
to shrink. Later, when the center 
wants to shrink, the ends are al- 
ready set. Buckling or waving of 
veneer ends comes from the same 
cause, except that splitting does not 
result. 

To overcome this, reduce the time 
from the tree to the lathe and drier. 
Other means, perhaps coating the 
log ends to reduce drying; and wet 
the veneer ends. Use of chemicals is 
being tested and while it has been 
shown the cost is equalized by re- 
sults under some conditions staining 
appears in the drying operation. One 
way to control splitting was said to 
keep dampers closed to retain moist- 
ure in the drier. 


Center splitting was said due to 
grain differences. Another type of 
difficulty was said to rise from drying 
of veneer containing sap and heart, 
resulting in poor glue bonding along 
the line. 

Substitution of a Decal treatment 
on a wallboard type for real mahog- 
any faces plywood provided an in- 
teresting topic of discussion. E. M. 
Cummings, of Cummings Veneer 
Co., New Albany, Ind., reported this 
as making serious inroads on TV 
and radio cabinet fields in mahogany 
types. 


Fear Foreign Competition 


Attention to seriousness of compe- 
tition from imported plywood was 
called by Robert N. Hawes, Ass’n 
Washington counsel. In Japan, he 
said, there are 300 plants ready to 
export to the United States in un- 
limited quantity. First quality Jap- 
anese rotary cut Philippine luan 
(mahogany) is quoted as delivered 
in New York as follows: 4-milli- 
meter 3x6, $67.50; 44-inch 3-6, $98.50; 
4-millimeter 4x8, $68.00; and, %4- 
inch 4x8, $100.75. Sliced Philippine 
mahogany was quoted in the same 
respective grades and sizes at 
$130.00, $150, $137.50, and $157.50 
Other species bear equivalent import 
values. The declared import valua- 
tions are set quite low, with the 20% 
tariff levy placed on the favorable 
figure. Movement of Philippine logs 
to Japan to serve this trade doubled 
in 1951 over 1950, end 1952 is ex- 
pected to double 1951. Reference 
was made to competition from Bra- 
zil’s Parana pine.

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set for late May with the West Coast 
fir plywood producers, and the Hard- 
wood Plywood Institute is active. 
The southern manufacturers adopted 
a resolution directed to the Tariff 
Commission asking for protective 
action, and will seek administrative 
remedies for the situation. 

In-respect to NPA hardwood ply- 
wood pricing, discussion revealed the 
desirability of completing the form- 
ula applying to both northern and 
southern industry groups thus estab- 
lishing a status quo that can be ap- 
plied if the situation so demands, 
this being effected so as to obviate 
the necessity of undertaking another 
educational process in the event 
rapid changing of NPA personnel 
takes away those who have familiar- 
ized themselves with plywood.

The advancement of industry specifi- 
cations under the Standards Act has 
been progressing, with a meeting 
scheduled for June 19; and prospects 
improved for closer relationship be- 
tween military and industry stand- 
ard specifications. 

In his annual review, B. Phil 
Adams, retiring president, portrayed 
the solidification and increase of 
nembership of the association in a 
‘bad” year as a demonstration of the 
isefulness of the organization and 
that it had “arrived.”

SMALL SAWMILLS 


On the Mendocino coast line, 
south of Fort Bragg, Calif., are two 
interesting small sawmills, built in 
recent years, and using most modern 
and up-to-date equipment 

Just north of Pt. Arena is the Bo- 
jock Lumber Co., R. Ohleyer, owner 
and manager. Ohleyer was with 
Hammond Lumber Co. for a number 
of years before going into business 
for himself 

He owns his own timber but con- 
tracts the logging with L.D. Pippin 
who has two ‘Cat” D7s and a Skagit 
loader. Darwin Christiansen does the 
hauling with a Mack and a Peterbilt, 
both powered with 275 hp Cummins 
diesel engines. 

Bojock Lumber Co., cuts both fir 
and redwood—some 25M’ per day 
with five men in the mill crew. There 
is no log pond, and logs are unloaded 
from the trucks with Ross fork lift 
truck, and then loaded on to the live 
Be-Ge mill deck. There is also Be- 
Ge valve controls and a Be-Ge 
cylinder for the log turner 

The mill is a double circular with 
the head rig powered with a GM6-71 
diesel engine. The 6x54 edger is also 
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powered with a General Motors 6-71 
diesel engine, which also powers a 
40 kva generator, which provides 
juice for the rest of the mill. 

Further south along the highway 
is the Holm-Solbeck Lumber Co., 
Gualala. Fred Holm and Harold Sol- 
beck, both formerly lumbermen in 
Washington and Oregon are part- 
ners in this plant. Ludwig Charn- 
strom, formerly of Eugene, Ore., is 
superintendent. 

The mill cuts mostly fir, with some 
redwood, about 40M’ per day. A 
Heap circular resaw is being added, 
which Charnstrom expects will ex- 
pand the cut to about 55M’ per day

TWO UP-TO-DATE MODERN 


The company owns its own timber 
and also buys logs also. Sam Iver- 
son does the logging. He has two 
“Cat” D8s, and uses one of the 
“Cats” for loading. Iverson does his 
own hauling also with a GMC diesel 
powered truck. 

The mill is a double circular with 
a General Motors Twin powering the 
head rig. Logs are loaded on the 
mill deck with a Ross fork lift truck, 
which also unloads logging trucks, 
and loads lumber trucks. The mill 
deck is live, built by Gunderson 
Bros. Engineering Co. which com- 
pany also furnished the kickers, and 
turners, and the Gunderson carriage, 
with 50” openings, three blocks. The 
carriage has Gardner Denver air 
motor, and a Skeen electric drive. 
There is also a Gunderson 7 saw, 20’ 
trimmer. 

Air is supplied by a Gardner- 
Denver compressor, powered with a 
GM 6-71 diesel engine, which also 
powers the Skeen electric carriage 
drive. A GM 6-71 also powers the 
Schurman edger, and another GM 
6-71 powers a 75 kw generator which 
supplies juice for the rest of the mill. 

Four men inside the mill turn out 
the cut. There are 11 men employed 
around the plant. 
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New Modern Double 
Circular Sawmill 


Clay Brown & Co. well 
known lumber operators of Fortuna, 
Calif., decided a couple of years ago 
that they needed a double circular 
sawmill to cut the larger logs that 
they received, so they put in opera- 
tion last year, a high speed mill, most 
of the equipment for which was 
furnished by The Peters Co. 

Their existing Mill A, which was 
described with pictures and text a 
year or so ago in THE LUMBER- 
MAN, is equipped with a Super 36” 
gang mill, furnished by Mill Engi- 
neering & Equipment Co. 


Mill B, the new mill, is equipped 
with a log lift with dogs, which lands 
the logs from the 1742 acre pond on 
to the live mill deck. There is an air 
log loader, built by the Peters Co., 
which puts the logs on a 54” Peters 
carriage, with no-man set works.

There 
is a Simondson type air log turner 
also built by Peters. The carriage 
has a friction feed. 

The head rig, a double 60” circular, 
was also built by Peters, and it is 
powered with a 250 hp GE motor.

Now, through the com- 
bined efforts of Pacific Northwest 
forest producers and Portland citi- 
zens, it will shelter a comprehensive 
display of modern forestry industry 
methods and products. 

Floor exhibits will display modern 
industrial forestry, logging and saw- 
milling, plywood making, pulp and 
paper, the manufacture of hardboard 
and insulating board, preservative 
treatment of wood, construction of 
laminated beams, woodworking, fur- 
niture making, and the production of 
shingles, battery separators, boxes

Clarence Hill is general manager 
of Clay Brown & Co., operations and 
Oscar Johnson is foreman in Mill B. 

To up-grade the cut, a Yates- 
American 60” resaw has been in- 
stalled at Mill A. The design for 
the installation was made by Hub 
Rambo. The resaw is powered with 
a 75 hp General Electric motor, and 
it works in conjunction with a 
merry-go-round.

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DEGRADE OF PONDEROSA PINE COMMON 
LUMBER AS RELATED TO MOISTURE CONTENT 


By EDWIN KNIGHT, Research Engineer, and DALE COOK, Lumber Inspector 


When common lumber is dried 
to low average moisture content 
levels to secure low shipping costs, 
will the loss in grade off-set these 
gains? 

Lumber can be dried too dry. This 
statement holds true especially for 
commons. In the drying of common 
lumber a very definite relationship 
exists between the final moisture 
content and the degrade. Part of the 
degrade occurs in the change from 
green to rough dry. The balance 
occurs during surfacing. The lack of 
known facts and figures as to the 
definite amount of this degrade, 
prompted the following tests which 
were made by the Western Pine 
Association in cooperation with 
Brooks-Scanlon, Inc., at Bend, Ore- 
gon. 

The moisture content of the com- 
mon lumber shipped in the Western 
Pine Region in 1949 averaged 10.1% 
for the majority of our member 
mills. The most important reason 
given by the mills for drying lumber 
to this low a moisture content is to 
obtain the saving secured by low- 
ered shipping costs. Another reason 
given is the inability of some mills 
to segregate their stock properly 
into drying classes, which condition 
leads to the practice of drying select 
and common together to the disad- 
vantage of both. Common grades 
dried under such conditions have 
been found to suffer serious degrade 
Still another reason given is found

in situations where heart and sap 
common is dried together. In such 
cases the heart portion is normally 
very dry by the time the sap portion 
reaches satisfactory dryness. The 
practice of achieving more uniform 
final moisture content by means of 
an extended final conditioning period 
by steaming, or by a set equilibrium 
moisture content condition is seldom, 
if ever, used. These reasons, among 
others have been given for drying 
common grades of lumber to the 
moisture content average of 10.1%. 

The tests were made of the de- 
grade occuring in Ponderosa Pine 
commons as related to moisture con- 
tent when machined, to show the 
actual degrade losses from the rough 
green grade to the surfaced dry 
grade at various moisture content 
levels. (Plate 1.) The first series of 
these tests have been on Ponderosa 
Pine. While these results are ap- 
plicable to other species in a general 
way, additional tests are now being 
made on other species. 


PROCEDURE 
Unlike the 


usual rough green 


grading practice, this lumber was 
very carefully graded. Each piece 
was grade marked with crayon on 
one end with an identifying color, 
in order to avoid loss of grade mark 
when surfaced. After drying and 
surfacing, the lumber was again 
graded. Tabulation of the grade in 
each condition was made to trace the 
changes in value from rough green 
to S4S dry. The footage remaining 
in the original grade after kiln dry- 
ing and surfacing was tallied for each 
grade. Any drop in grade was tallied 
at its lower grade dry under each 
heading describing the contributing 
defect. 

One crib each of 1 x 8 and 1 x 12— 
16’ was dried at each moisture con- 
dition chosen for the test. The dry- 
ing plan aimed at attaining moisture 
content levels of 8%, 11% and 14%. 
The schedule in current use at 
Brooks-Scanlon for 4/4, 8” and 
wider mixed heart and sap was fol- 
lowed in this test, with the exception 
of an 8 hour steaming period instead 
of 6. This additional steaming period 
lessened the spread in range of final 
moisture content.

Steam 8 hrs. (Condensate from 
heating coils, plus make up water 
from the line, was added to the 
steam spray in order to obtain 
high humidity for conditioning 
purposes. ) 

In order to keep the series of kiln 
runs on a commercial basis, any de- 
parture from normal practice was 
avoided except as necessary to short- 
en or lengthen the schedule to attain 
the desired definite moisture content 
levels. Mill run stock of #1, 2 and 3 
common was used without segrega- 
tion for heart and sap, but with 
certain exclusions as noted below. 
A plant which is able to practice 
segregation of heart and sap in the 
common grades can secure smaller 
spreads in the final moisture content 
than was attained in this test (Plate 
2.) The percentage of heavy pieces 
could in this manner be held more 
easily to an acceptable level with- 
out resorting to drying to lower 
moisture content levels. 

The volume tested of each charge 
was approximately 8960 feet. This 
size of unit permitted the accumula- 
tion, grading and charging time of 
each crib in one day, thus keeping 
to a minimum any influences on 
grade which often attend prolonged 
storage in solid package, prior to 
stacking and drying. Furthermore, 
cool weather helped to keep uncon- 
trolled pre-drying in the pile to a 
minimum. The effects of seasoning 
degrade are minor so far as #4 and 
5 common are concerned. Therefore 
these grades were eliminated from 
this study. Any pieces showing mis- 
manufacture such as excessive wane, 
etc., were also thrown out. Non- 
seasoning defects, as pitch, pitch- 
pockets, skip, etc., appearing after 
surfacing were ignored in the final 
grading. 

To eliminate variables, all lumber 
was surfaced on the same planer at 
the feed rate of 300 f.p.m. The mois- 
ture content of each board, as indi- 
cated by a resistance type electrica 
moisture meter, was tallied at this 
time. Then, each board was tallied 
on its original rough green grade, 
and its final dressed dry grade. 
Seasoning defects were tabulated 
when found to be serious enough to 
lower the grade. 


RESULTS 

Progressively higher grade losses 
accompanied progressively lower 
moisture content readings. In the 12 
inch width, checked knots caused 
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much of the degrade. This defect 
caused the most degrade in #1 com- 
mon and progressively less in the 
lower grades. In 8 inch widths, roller 
split proved to be more serious than 
other factors. Here again the higher 
grades showed the greater losses. 
The proportion of stock degraded by 
loosened knots at low moisture con- 
tent was not excessive. Factors other 
than moisture content apparently 
influenced this condition. 

At lower moisture levels surfacing 
caused more broken edge knots and 
torn face knots than at higher mois- 
ture contents. In stock surfaced at 
low moisture levels the black knots 
were tighter in sap wood than in 
heart wood. Where spike knots had 
any bark showing on the face the 
feathered end of bark usually 
sloughed away at low moisture 
levels and spoiled the appearance 
enough to lower the grade in some 
instances. 

The accompanying charts show the 
percentage of degrade caused by 
various defects. The graph (Plate 1.) 
shows the monetary loss by degrade 
as related to moisture content and 
shipping costs based on October, 
1950 F.O.B. mill price levels. The 
value showing increased shipping 
cost with a rise in moisture content 
from 8% to 14% were based on a 
freight rate of $1.08 per 100 pounds 
from Spokane to Chicago. These 
costs were corrected for volumetric 
change through a rise in moisture 
content from 8% to 14%. The ac- 
companying bar graph shows com- 
bined moisture variations of 8 and 
12” widths. (Plate 2.) Better appear- 
ance was noticeable in stock dried 
to the higher moisture content levels. 
Appearance of knots was improved 
by virtue of lesser checking and 
smoother planing as well as less 
tearing and sloughing out of edge 
knots. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

The optimum moisture content to 
which Ponderosa Pine common lum- 
ber should be dried must be deter- 
mined individually at each operation. 
Several factors influence the final 
choice. One important consideration 
lies in the ability of a plant to with- 
draw for redrying, that portion of 
heavy pieces which are discovered 
before the stock is dressed. 

It is common practice for the lum- 
ber graders in a plant to complain 
when heavy pieces are found in the 
stock but to seldom mention any evi- 
dence of degrade due to excessive 
dryness. Because of such practice 
those in charge of drying are often 
influenced to a point where over- 
drying prevails. Therefore common 
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lumber should be frequently checked 
for moisture content to insure more 
profitable operation. Extended time 
schedules are needed to dry common 
lumber sufficiently even, so that the 
few hard-to-dry boards are within 
an acceptable range of moisture con- 
tent. By shortening schedules to the 
point where a small percentage of 
these pieces of higher moisture con- 
tent still remain, greater economies 
in drying time can be effected. If 
those heavy pieces are not with- 
drawn until after they have been 
surfaced, however, they will subse- 
quently shrink below acceptable

sizes and will not be saleable as a 
standard item. 

Another factor which limits the 
feasibility of drying to the more eco- 
nomical optimum of 12-13% mois- 
ture content is the practicability of 
segregating the common lumber into 
heart and sap at a plant. If proper 
segregation can be practiced, not 
only will a saving in total drying 
time be attained, but a smaller range 
in moisture content can be achieved 
with a greater portion of the stock 
held closer to the desired optimum. 

Although lumber dried to a sub-

SUMMARY 


1. Excessive grade losses in Pon- 
derosa Pine common are caused by 
drying to low moisture contents. 

2. The decrease in shipping cost 
by drying to low moisture contents 
is more than offset by a decrease in 
value caused by degrade. By drying 
only to 13 percent instead of nine 
percent moisture content a saving of 
$3.10 ‘per thousand F.O.B. Chicago

VERSATILE PLANING MILL 
AND REMANUFACTURING PLANT 


One of the most versatile of 
the new planing mills and re-manu- 
facturing plants in the Redwod Em- 
pire is that of the Ukiah Valley 
Lumber Co., Ukiah, Calif., owned by 
the Hollow Tree Lumber Co. 

This mill, which was designed and 
built by Kenneth F. Good, noted 
sawmill and planing mill designer 
and builder, who now makes his 
headquarters in Ukiah, is set up for 
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re-sawing, re-edging, re-trimming, 
and re-sorting as well as surfacing. 

By means of a Gerlinger fork lift 
truck, lumber and cants needing re- 
manufacturing is deposited on floor 
chains leading to a Harrh Bros. hoist. 
It is transferred from this hoist to 
infeed rolls, feeding a 72” Filer & 
Stowell vertical resaw, powered with 
a 100 hp. General Electric motor. 
This resaw has a merry-go-round. 
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dried to a low moisture content in 
order to meet the needs of a small 
portion of specialty items. These 
items such as paneling stock may 
be profitably segregated on the dry 
sorter for redrying or on the green 
chain for special handling. 

6. When air dried stock has 
reached optimum dryness additional 
degrade can be minimized by tearing 
down and bulk piling. Bulk piling 
tends to equalize the moisture con- 
tent throughout the lumber. By such 
means many of the sources of de- 
grade may be eliminated. 

The excellent cooperation of 
Brooks-Scanlon, Inc. and its em- 
ployees throughout this test is great- 
ly appreciated by Western Pine As- 
sociation. 

After leaving the resaw, lumber

is deposited on the main transfer 
chain. Boards needing re-edging are 
pulled on to live rolls delivering to 
a 48” North End Machine Works 
edger. Boards needing trimming are 
delivered to an Irvington Tandem 
trimmer by means of a Moore Dry 
Kiln Electric Swede with rubber 
covered rolls. 

Both the trimmer and the edger 
which deposit lumber on the main 
transfer chain, may be fed at will 
from an independent set of floor 
chains. 

The main transfer chain leads to 
two 100’ sections of green sorting 
chain. The last section of chain is 
made reversible so that re-sorting 
may be accomplished independently 
of the main operation. 

Surfacing and pattern work is 
done on a Newman Model 512 planer 
with a profile attachment, and there 
is also a Newman No. 55 table. 

Lumber from the planer is carried 
across the main transfer chain on a

Mr. Mills’ fine record as a forester 
always in the fore during the dec- 
ades when forestry was attaining 
industrial recognition in the West, 
made for an easy decision by the 
judges. 

A tour of the experimental sites of 
Pack Forest included observations 
of the effect of controlled fertiliza- 
tion of Douglas fir stands, local 
growth characteristics of several 
types of western yellow pines 
planted in the 1920's, and the effect 
on radial growth of conifers of dif- 
ferent degrees of crown thinning and 
other factors. 

Dr. Bror L. Grondal of the class 
of 1912 was the senior member of 
the gathering, with the class of 1941 
being in the majority. 


McArdle Succeeds 
Watts as U. S. Forester 

Richard E. McArdle has succeeded 
Lyle F. Watts as Chief Forester of 
the United States Forest Service. 
Watts has retired from active duty 
after a public career service of near- 
ly 40 years. He has headed the 
federal forestry agency since 1943. 

McArdle entered the Forest Serv- 
ice as a junior forester in 1924 and 
was assigned to the Pacific North- 
west Forest and Range Experiment 
Station. Following a _ three-year 
leave of absence for graduate study 
he returned to the Service to con- 
tinue his research work in 1930. In 
1934 he accepted appointment by the 
University of Idaho to head its school 
of forestry. He returned to the 
Forest Service in 1935 to become 
Director of the Rocky Mountain 
Forest and Range Experiment Sta- 
tion at Fort Collins, Colo., and three 
years later he moved east to assume 
the directorship of the Appalachian 
Forest Experiment Station. In 1944 
he went to Washington, D. C. as 
Assistant Chief of the Forest Serv- 
ice. 

A native of Lexington, Ky., Mc- 
Ardle was brought up in Norfolk, Va. 
He is a graduate of the University of 
Michigan, where he received the 
Bachelor of Science degree in fores- 
try in 1923 and MS. in 1924, and a 
Ph. D. degree in 1930. He served as 
part-time instructor in forestry at 
the University of Michigan from 
1927 to 1930. He served overseas 
with the U.S. Army during World 
War I.

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RAYONIER INC., HIGH BIDDER 
FOR HUGE BLOCK OF TIMBER 


Clyde B. Morgan, president of 
Rayonier, Inc., made a special trip 
West from his headquarters in New 
York City early in June, and is 
shown here signing a contract with 
the Indian Service for the purchase 
of 614 million feet of timber on the 
Quinault Indian Reservation in the 
state of Washington. 

Witnessing the signature of Mor- 
gan is Cleve Jackson, chairman of 
the Quinault Tribal council. Others 
who participated in the final trans- 
action at Hoquiam, Wash., included 
(back row, left to right): M. B. Hous- 
ton, Seattle, assistant to the presi- 
dent of Rayonier; L. J. Forrest, man- 
ager Rayonier’s land department, 
Hoquiam; Raymond H. Bitney, su- 
perintendent of the western Wash- 
ington Indian agency, Everett, 
Wash.; and Colonel E. Morgan Pryse, 
area director for the Indian Service, 
Portland, Oregon. 

Rayonier bid $6,473,000 for the 
timber, which occupies an area of 
35,000 square acres on the Olympic 
peninsula. Rayonier bid $13.30 per 
M for the cedar; $10.80 for the 
spruce; $15 for the Douglas fir; $6.65 
for the Amabilis fir; $8.80 for the 
pine; $6.40 for the hemlock; and 5% 
cents a lineal foot for the cedar 
poles. There were no other bidders. 

This area is known in the Indian 
Service as the Crane creek area. The 
sale arrangements were made on a 
scale basis, and the Quinault In- 
dians will get a sustained income 
during the 33 years that the Rayon- 
ier contract will run. There is a total 
of 1822 living allotees among the 
Quinaults who will share in this in- 
come, although only 380 Indians are 
now living on the reservation. 


Installs G-E Radio 


Brown's Tie & Lumber Co., Mc- 
Call, Idaho, has installed a G-E in- 
dustrial radio system as its prime 
means of communications between 
the organization’s various operations. 
There is a base station at McCall and 
one at South Fork Salmon River, 
and five mobile units. One of the 
five is in a highway-type logging 
truck and the others pickup trucks. 
Of these, Manager Warren Brown 
has one, the others assigned to Fred 
Hamrick, logging superintendent of 
White Bird operations; Pete Wallace, 
master mechanic; and Dale Forton, 
logging superintendent of South 
Fork operations. 
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At a meeting following the signing 
of the contract Colonel Pryse of the 
Indian Service reported that from 
1922 to 1952 Indians on the Quinault 
reservation had received $6,998,419.- 
87 from the sale of 2,110,731,060 feet. 
The only large size unit of Indian 
timber remaining unsold on the 
reservation is the so-called “Queet’s” 
units. This area contains approxi- 
mately 467-million feet of timber at 
a value of $5-million. 

The importance of the acquisition 
to his company was emphasized by 
president Morgan. He said that this 


timber would virtually assure Ray- 
onier at Hoquiam with a perpetual 
supply of wood for the manufacture 
of cellulose fibres. As to sawlog tim- 
ber, president Morgan indicated that 
this would be traded with Grays 
Harbor firms for pulp logs, the em- 
phasis being that income from all 
uses of the timber would remain in 
the Hoquiam locality. 

According to G. M. Rhebeck, man- 
ager of Rayonier’s northwest timber 
division at Hoquiam, no logging 
plans have yet been made to tap this 
timber. The tract is located north of 
the Quinault river and at its north- 
ern extremity is bisected by coastal 
highway US-101. The truck haul 
distance from Hoquiam is about 60 
miles.

serving the mill at Wright City, Okla. 

The timberlands have been divided 
into districts, each named for some 
person who had been active in the 
company history or for some geo- 
graphical designation in the area. 
Each of the “forests” is in charge of 
a graduate forester with a graduate 
forester assistant. Each district for- 
est headquarters is equipped with 
office, garage for equipment and 
modern residence for each of the two 
foresters. Gounds are well fenced 
and cleared; attractive. Minimum 
equipment kept at each district 
headquarters includes a Ford-Fer- 
guson agricultural (wheeled) type 
tractor, fire plow, tree planter, pick- 
up truck, and one or more jeeps for 
timber markers. The district head- 
quarters and mobile equipment is 
kept tied together with Broken Bow 
forestry headquarters, the Idabel 
land office, and Wright City sawmill 
logging office by two way radio, the 
services of which are considered in- 
valuable. The company has its own 
station at Broken Bow, with a relay 
station atop Carter Mountain. Since 
the country is rough, members of the 
far flung organization frequently re- 
lay from car to car. 

A natural result of the application 
of forestry principles to its opera- 
tions brought about the establish- 
ment of a new department. In 1948, 
the company started operation of a 
modern creosoting plant, using in 
part the thinnings developed by the 
forestry program. This department 
of the company has had a rapid 
growth, necessitating purchasing 
posts and poles from private sources. 
at the present time, two cylinders are 
in operation and the third is being 
installed. 

The Dierks Oklahoma forest acres 
are of much lighter stand than found 
in sections of the South with more 
abundant rainfall. The stands are 
more “parky” than experienced east- 
ward in Arkansas where operators 
find themselves in second growth 
rather than original timber stands. 

The company still logs in virgin 
timber much of which is badly over- 
mature and while possessing high 
quality producing lumber is not en- 
joying the annual growth increment 
that would yield a compounded in- 
terest on investment. 

While the over-matured timber is 
being harvested as rapidly as cir- 
cumstances permit the management 
has its problem to solve in respect to 
seed trees. After the seeding task 
has been performed, their salvaging 
of these fine trees involves higher 
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logging costs and also there is a 
measure of loss in trees before the 
general salvage job can be sched- 
uled. The need for accenting logging 
of the over-ripe stands has its cur- 
rent silvicultural problems in the 
handling of other portions of the 
lands. The forestry task here is chal- 
lenging and presents some interest- 
ing problems in long term manage- 
ment. 


Hardwood Harvesting 


Hardwood harvesting follows the 
accepted pattern. The forestry de- 
partment has one “experimental” 
logging crew in the Choctaw area. 
The stand improvement program for 
the entire area includes girdling of 
cull hardwoods, use of cross-tie mills, 
some experimental poisoning. In 
girdling it is difficult to see much 
difference the first year but there 
may be 20 percent less leaf in the 
overstory and the top shoots of the 
young pines, being relieved, will 
show double their growth length. In 
some places it may take three years 
to completely kill by girdling but 
the response of the understory is 
immediate. 

The stand improvement program 
is not too rigid as it provides for 
keeping all good trees, even those 
that look as though they will make a 
good cross-tie. The policy is that 
some hardwood must be kept; every- 
thing not be converted to pine. In 
making decisions, the soil is exam- 
ined. 

The management in Oklahoma has 
the same common problem of “free 
range” users experienced by other 
southern forest land owners. There 
is a sporadic resistance to hardwood 
control from hog owners; and woods 
burning by cattle owners who want a 
quick flush of early green grass for 
stock weakened down by thin winter 
range. Management gives hogs credit 
for tearing up the soil around old 
post oaks and other hardwoods 
yielding attractive mast, thus pro- 
viding a good seed bed for the pines. 

Soils in general are ‘not very deep 
and parts of good level land between 
the ridges were held by the farmers 
and cultivated by them. Some Choc- 
taws work in the forestry and log- 
ging operations and render a desir- 
able performance. The characteris- 
tic soil along the Arkansas border is 
deep (Trinity) sand in other parts of 
the Choctaw lands principal types 
include crumbly rocky quartz of 
non-firm character, and a Stanley 
type shale found in more mountain- 
ous ridges. Elevation changes may 
be rapid, with ridges running from 
400 to 1400 feet above the level of 
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the terrain. In some parts, the rock 
formation may be but a few inches 
below the surface; and sometime 
there’s a good surface disbursement 
of stones. Some low rolling ridges 
were formerly grasslands but over- 
grazing caused a reversion to scrub- 
by hardwoods or bush. Natural re- 
seeding is effective where the seed 
supply is adequate. The company 
plants old fields and thin spots where 
feasible. Fire lines are mostly 
scraped rather than plowed because 
of thin surface soil. 

For the past ten years logging of 
the Wright City, Okla., mill has been 
effected from a camp located near 
Pickens, the site being served by 
REA electric power, deep wells with 
water to individual houses, and bu- 
tane gas used extensively instead of 
wood. The camp has a population of 
about 400, but the payroll runs from 
125 to 150, some of the employes be- 
ing residents of the countryside. 
The comprehensively stocked gen- 
eral store carries something of 
everything, including McCulloch 
power saws and parts. The camp is 
at the head of the logging tram line, 
extending 35 miles to the Wright 
City sawmill. Logs may be shipped 
tree length on special orders but the 
bulk runs from 24 to 32 feet. Log 
trains are diesel drawn. 


Modern Logging Equipment 

Logs are brought to rail head 
landing by a fleet of eleven 6-ton 
tandem, wide bunk, butane gas 
burning Dart trucks with tandem 
trailers. These log trailers are fitted 
with Morgan safety stakes. In re- 
turning empty to the logging scene, 
the driver draws the trailer wheels 
up onto the truck with a Tulsa 
winch, using a %4 inch cable. The 
winch is mounted back of the cab. 
Of the trucks, four are fitted with 235 
HP Waukesha multi-fuel engines 
supplied by Waukesha Motor Co., 
Waukesha, Wisc., and the other 
seven with 280 HP motors. 

In this rugged Ozark mountain 
country much of the road used was 
put in for logging by the company 
and grades are steep, perhaps in 
small spots as much as 15 percent. 
Over the years the company arrived 
at a policy of furnishing adequate 
carrying capacity for the log load de- 
sired, and with it the necessary 
amount of power to handle the ag- 
gregate load without relying on out- 
side power. Hence, if a driver finds 
it necessary to stop on a steep up- 
grade he can start up again without 
waiting for a tractor aid. 

Butane gas has been found eco- 
nomical. Log loading in the woods is 
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either with a Caterpillar D-6 trac- 
tor mounted Speeder or with a Bad- 
ger loader made by Austin-Western. 

When the trucks arrive at the rail 
head landing their loads are pushed 
off onto the ground in a matter of 
minutes with T-extender arms built 
onto Bucyrus-Erie bulldozer equip- 
ment. These “T” pieces are also used 
to bunch (push) the logs within easy 
reach of the rai' car loader. 

In logging, the forester spotted 
trees are felled and bucked with four 
McCulloch Motors Co. 2-man saws 
which send an average 100M feet 
daily to the mill. It was found that 
five saws ran ahead of the logging 
show. Bunching to a good woods 
trail or road for truck loading is ef- 
fected with an half-dozen Cater- 
pillar D-4 tractors. In loading 
patented end release tongs are used. 


Meetings 


Canadian Institute of Forestry will 
hold its 44th annual meeting in 
Montreal November 17-20 in con- 
junction with a meeting of the So- 
ciety of American Foresters. 

The fourth session of a six-day 
lumber seasoning course for dry kiln 
operators and other wood-using per- 
sonnel is to be conducted at the 
Oregon Forest Products Laboratory, 
Corvallis, Ore., beginning August 18. 

The sixth British Commonwealth 
Forestry Conference will hold ses- 
sions comencing at Ottawa, Canada 
August 11. Representatives from all 
British countries and from all the 
forested provinces of Canada will at- 
tend and after the Ottawa meeting 
many of the delegates will go to the 
Pacific coast to visit forests, logging 
operations and wood processing 
plants in British Columbia and the 
Pacific Northwest states.

Southern Lumbermen Ask 
Fair Land Exchange 

Legislation that would require the 
federal government to replace forest 
lands condemned or otherwise ac- 
quired for public works such as dams 
with a similar or equal acres of 
forest will be introduced in the next 
Congress. Endorsement of this pro- 
cedure has been extended by Texas 
Lumber Manufacturers Ass’n and 
other lumber organizations. Mills 
whose plants are based upon and 
dependent on endless yields from 
their forest lands assert monetary 
consideration does not keep the 


sawmill in operation nor insure the 
economic future of small communi- 
ties and mill employes.

Want Timber Lands 
Eligible for Credit 


The Oregon Bankers Association 
at its annual meeting in Salem, June 
15-17, adopted a resolution author- 
izing the president to set up a com- 
mittee which will “conduct research 
and explore the possibilities of modi- 
fying the regulation of the Comp- 
troller of the Currency and changing 
the present federal statute which 
prohibits loans on timber land, hold- 
ing that it is unimproved land.” 

The resolution set forth that “at- 
tention should be given and explora- 
tion made as to the desirability of 
reclassifying well managed forest 
lands as improved lands eligible for 
credit and insurance.” 

Stuart Moir, Forest Counsel of the 
Western Forestry and Conservation 
Association has worked long and 
dilligently to make well managed 
timber lands elegible for bank credit. 
He addressed the Oregon bankers 
meeting on this subject June 16. 

The forestry association will con- 
tinue working with the Oregon 
Bankers Association, and similar 
organizations in the West in an 
effort to accomplish the objectives 
set forth in the resolution adopted by 
the bankers at Salem.

from carriage passed around the 
logs, and the entire load lifted clear 
of truck and trailer. As the tram 
carriage travels across the river with 
the load of logs, the trailer is loaded 
onto truck preparatory to returning 
to woods for another load. 

Upon arrival at opposite bank, the 
tram transported logs may be loaded 
directly onto an awaiting truck- 
trailer, placed on a log frame to sub- 
sequently be picked up by tram and 
loaded on truck-trailer, or set down 
for removal from tram area by a 
tractor-operated dual-boom arch 
developed and manufactured by 
Brown’s Tie & Lumber Co. The en- 
tire tram unit is powered by a Ford 
V-8 gasoline engine.

Airplane Pilot's Control 
Wheel Helps Debark Logs 


By H. A. ROSE

An airplane pilot’s control wheel is 
used at the Camas, Washington, mill 
of Crown Zellerbach Corporation to 
simplify the operator’s controls for 
a Bellingham-type hydraulic barker, 
with increased production, better- 
quality output, and less operator 
fatigue. 

By means of the adjustable-speed 
controls, the operator can revolve a 
log in either direction, traverse it 
with a debarking jet of high-pressure 
water, unload the barker when the 
log is finished, and load another into 
the trunnions almost simultaneously 
with the unloading operation. The 
operations require much dexterity 
and skill on the part of the operator. 
As many as 1500 large logs may be 
debarked in a single day’s operation. 
Careful watch must be exercised to 
insure fully debarked and clean logs, 
so that the quality of the pulp out- 
put of the mill will not suffer. 

With the new system Rototrol ro- 
tating regulators are used to cause 
the motors operating the barker to 
respond quickly to changes in the 
position of the airplane wheel. Much 
like flying an airplane, right-hand 
rotation of the control wheel causes 
adjustable-speed rotation of the log 
in the right-hand direction; and left- 
hand rotation of the wheel produces 
left-hand adjustable-speed rotation. 
Pushing the wheel forward, the hy- 
draulic barking nozzles traverse the 
log away from the barkerman, at a 
speed proportional to the forward 
movement of the wheel. Likewise, 
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pulling the wheel back toward the 
barkerman moves the nozzle in the 
opposite direction, with speeds pro- 
portional to the backward displace- 
ment. All four motions, as described, 
are incorporated on the wheel, in 
addition to two conveniently-located 
thumb-operated pushbuttons to con- 
trol the loading and unloading oper- 
ations. The airplane wheel, easily 
operated in al! directions of travel, 
returns all controls to the cental o1 
“off” position whenever the barker- 
man releases it. 

The various motions of the wheel 
are mechanically associated with 
cams that drive small push rods on 
four separate Silverstat contacting 
resistor elements. The changes in 
current produced by these Silverstat 
elements, in turn, produce the re- 
quired current variations on the 
pattern fields of the Rototrol ex- 
citers. The Rototrols, in turn, excite 
the main propulsion generators to 
produce the desired directions and 
speeds of operation. 

Conceived by O. T. DeFieux, Plant 
Engineer, Crown Zellerbach Corpo- 
ration, the mechanism and control 
circuits were designed and built by 
Westinghouse Electric Corporation. 
The equipment has been in opera- 
tion approximately one year. Oper- 
ating results show that the airplane- 
wheel type of control can be applied 
correctly and advantageously to the 
Bellingham hydraulic log barker.

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Borden's New Chemical 
Plant in Alabama 


Manufacturing processes have begun 
at the newly constructed plant of The 
Borden Company’s Chemical Division 
at Demopolis, Ala. Built at a cost of 
more than a million dollars, the plant is 
the first of its kind in the Southeast. It 
will manufacture formaldehyde, syn- 
thetic resins, hexamethylenetetramine 
and other chemicals for use by the 
woodworking, furniture making, textile, 
paper, plastic, and foundry industries 
throughout the area.’ Much of its output 
will be used directly for defense pro- 
duction. 

Pres. W. F. Leicester says the excel- 
lent transportation facilities at the new 
plant make possible quick, low-cost 
movement of raw materials and fin- 
ished products. Also a consideration 
was the strategic position of Demopolis 
in the area of the South’s most rapid 
industrial growth. 

Initial annual production of the new 
chemical plant will approximate 20 mil- 
lion pounds of formaldehyde, 24,000,000 
pounds of synthetic resins, and 1,200,000 
pounds of hexamethylenetetramine. If 
the national defense program requires 
it, the production of “hexa” can be 
stepped up to four million pounds an- 
nually, and the plant also is designed 
to turn out other chemicals which may 
be needed for national security. 


To Build New Mill 


R. C. Shumate, manager, Arrow Mills, 
Eureka, has announced that the com- 
pany would build a new mill at Klam- 
ath, Calif., to cut fir and Port Orford 
cedar. 

The mill will have a capacity of about 
80M’ per shift. It will be powered with 
steam and electricity. Practically all the 
sawmill machinery is being furnished 
by the Klamath Machine & Locomotive 
Works, including loader, log stop, nig- 
ger, turner, etc. 

The head rig is a 9 high column band 
mill, powered with a 250 hp General 
Electric motor.

46° Tug "Ranger" 

The new 46’ steel tug “Ranger” just 
delivered to the Harbor Tug & Barge 
Company of Coos Bay, Ore., will be used 
for towing log rafts to the Weyer- 
haeuser Mill at North Bend. 

The tug is the fourth of the same di- 
mensions built by L. S. Baier & Associ- 
ates at their Milwaukie yard.

B. C. Millmen Seek 

New Lumber Outlets 

British Columbia lumber export- 
ers, convinced that competition of 
Russian and Scandinavian timber 
and the dollar shortage have shut 
the United Kingdom market for 
their product for some time, are 
looking to other fields. Walter Koer- 
ner, managing director of Alaska 
Pine & Cellulose, and Claude Effing- 
er, assistant manager of Seaboard 
Lumber Sales, are touring the Ori- 
ent, and B. L. Silbernagel, Australia- 
South Seas expert for Seaboard, is 
investigating the market in Aus- 
tralia 

Leon Koerner, president of Alaska 
Pine & Cellulose, recently returned 
from the United Kingdom with the 
report that Scandinavians have 
slashed prices 50 per cent and that 
they are quoting lumber at prices 
the B. C. operators have to pay for 
logs. Private buying, stated Mr. 
Koerner, is on a short-term basis 
which gives the European suppliers 
a distinct advantage owing to their 
proximity to the delivery point. In- 
dividual buyers take small quanti- 
ties to avoid speculation. 

H. R. MacMillan, chairman of the 
board, MacMillan & Bloedel, has al- 
so returned to Vancouver after sur- 
veying the cheerless market situa- 
tion in the United Kingdom. 

Immediate prospects of important 
sales in Australia and the Orient are 
not regarded as encouraging. Japan 
was a big buyer of B. C. lumber in 
the early 1920’s but recent shipments 
have been negligible. During the 
past two or three years Australia’s 
lumber purchases in Western Can- 
ada have averaged 90,000,000 feet 
annually, but the exchange situation 
threatened to curtail buying this 
year.

Grinnell Points To 
B. C. Market Problems 


Problems of the British Columbia 
lumber exporter were summarized 
recently by C. H. Grinnell, vice- 
president and managing director of 
Seaboard Lumber Sales, Vancouver, 
one of the world’s greatest lumber 
export organizations, representing 36 
sawmill companies. 

Finnish and Swedish lumber ship- 
pers have slashed prices as much as 
$43 per thousand board feet on lum- 
ber delivered to the United Kingdom, 
said Mr. Grinnell. 

Mr. Grinnell pointed out that lost 
United Kingdom business could not 
be easily replaced by sales to the 
United States, because the latter 
wanted dressed, dimension lumber 
chiefly, while shipments overseas 
often were of rough, green lumber. 
The British Columbia mills were not 
equipped to dress and dry all the

lumber they produced and in the 
proportions required by the United 
States market. 

The Atlantic seaboard offered an 
outlet for green lumber, but there 
Canadian west coast exporters faced 
the stiff competition of Washington 
and Oregon mills with regular water 
transport facilities through the 
Panama Canal. 

The United Kingdom contract for 
British Columbia lumber, which was 
originally to expire in June, 1952, 
was extended to September. 

New orders placed in the sterling 
market in the first four months of 
this year were only one twelfth of 
the shipments in 1951.
